Most of all, it seemed concerned 
about the public's ignorance and 
lack of concern about the high 
interest rates it was paying. 


Economists on the program 


One 
thought the extension of credit 
was a fine thing since it allowed 
young couples to acquire things 
that another generation had to 
wait for until nvddle age when 
they had saved their money.

a golfer tees off in a major pro- 
fessional tournament, such as 
the $110,000 Citrus Open starting 
today, he's the loneliest guy in 
the world. 


It's not that there's no one 


around. He's playing with two 
or three other competitors, and 
if he is a well-known money- 
maker, there's generally a gal- 
lery of several hundred specta- 
tors dogging his footsteps.

crowd below know he had ar- 
rived. 


A member of the Big Three, 


Gary Player, a small man at 5- 
foot-7 and 150 pounds, but a big 
competitor, continues to wear 
his traditional black clothing— 
which he claims gives him 
strength. 


The South African star will be 


playing for the first time on the 
1966 tour, having spent the past 
three months playing exhibition 
matches with Jack Nicklaus. 
another of the Big Three out of 
the country. 


Nicklaus, who has played in

mony payments." 


Sherman said he doesn't think 


the alimonv payments, the $177,- 
500 Clay has been ordered t o 
pay to his divorced wife Sonji 
Roi, would be valid ground for a 
continued deferment. 


Clay said he would be accom- 


panied at the hearing only by 
h's personal attorney. Edward 
W. Jacko of New York. 


And that's all Clay would say 


about the personal appearance. 
He was willing to talk about his 
March 29 title fight with George 
Chuvalo, in Chuvalo's native 
Canada. And the talk sounded 
particularly un-Claylike.

THE DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Cobalt Treatments Cannot 
Cause Cancer of Breasts

Q—Doctors have diagnosed 


my wife as having fibrocystic 
disease of the breast, recur- 
rent carcinoma of the breast 
and carcinoma of the breast 
with metastases. Are any of 
these r e l a t e d to cancer? 
Could cobalt treatments re- 
sult in cancer? 


A—Fibrocystic mastitis is 


an inflammation of the breast 
which is not malignant but 
should be watched because it 
may become cancerous. Car- 
cinoma is one type of breast 
cancer and "recurrent" im- 
plies a return of the cancer in 
an area where it has been re- 
moved. Metastasis is the pro- 
cess of spreading to another 
part of the body, often far 
removed from the original 
site. This is the characteristic 
that makes cancer so vicious 
and so hard to cure. A breast 
cancer may metastasize to 
the spine and other bones. 
Since cobalt treatments are 
given in an effort to kill can- 
cer, they cannot be said to 
have caused it. 


Q—\Vhat treatment do you 


recommend for a man whose 
breasts are much larger than 
average for a male? 


A—All persons ha\e both 


male and female hormones in 
their blood, but in men the 
male hormones predominate 
and in women the female. En- 
largement 
of the breasts in 


men may occur at puberty, 
but this U associated w i t h an 
increase w the pituitan hor- 
mone rather th;ni the female 
hormone In must '.mum nifn 


this enlargement subsides in 
about two years. It may per- 
sist, or at least be more no- 
ticeable, 
in men who are 


obese. 


If the condition first oc- 


curs after puberty or persists 
after a man reaches age 21, 
a tumor in one, of the hor- 
mone-p ro d u c i n g glands 
should be suspected. If such 
a tumor is found, it should 
be promptly removed. Treat- 
ment with hormone antagon- 
ists and other drugs has been 
disappointing. The only other 
treatment is plastic surgery. 


Q—For the past five years 


I have been taking Compaz- 
ine twice a day for high blood 
pressure. Will this cause cat- 
aracts? Is Compazine related 
to phenothiazine? Is there a 
safe substitute for this drug? 


A—Prochlorperazine i Com- 


pazine) is a phenothiazine der- 
rivative. It is an 
effective 


tranquilizer but, w h e t h e r 
given for this purpose or for 
high blood pressure or both, 
it is wise to substitute other 
drugs from time to time. 
There is a wide selection and 
your doctor should make this 
choice 1 have not seen any 
reports of cataract resulting 
from the use of the phenothi- 
azine group of drugs, but 
ttiej, should not be gut-n to 
aiuone with glaucoma

Warren Top 
Ruler of 
U.S. Court 


WASHINGTON ( A P I - Earl 


Warren. 75 next Saturday, after 
13 years on the Supreme Court 
is the strongest and most in- 
fluential chief justice in Ameri- 
can history, with the possible 
exception of .John Marshall. 


Marshall died in 1835 after IH 


years as chief justice. He was 
not an intellectual, neither is 
Warren. Like Marshall, Warren 
is 
a 
tough-minded, practical 


man who is making the court a 
directly active force in Ameri- 
can life and government. 


Their effect will last forever 


in this country. 


Before Marshall, who took his 


seat in 1801. the court had been 
so weak and little regarded that 
the very first chief justice, John 
Jay, a rich aristocrat, resigned 
to be governor of New York. 


After a few years on the 


court, Warren, who had been 
governor 
of 
California 
three 


times, said, "I could not imag- 
ine going back to the other life." 


Marshall made the court as 


strong as the presidency or Con- 
gress. He believed in the sover- 
eignty of the federal govern- 
ment over the states and in the 
sanctity of private properly. His 
court protected both. 


The result was a strong cen- 


tral government which other- 
wise might have dwindled into a 
whisper. It laid the foundation 
for the future America. 


Many limes in the years that 


followed, the court was wishy- 
washy, timidly bowing to the 
will of Congress or the White 
House, 
particularly 
after 
the 


uproar 
over 
the 
reactionary 


court which invalidated the ear- 
ly part of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's New Deal. 


Kor 
example: 
In 
189B 
the 


court ruled it was constitutional 
to segregate 
Negroes. In the 


next T>8 years the court chipped 
away at this but never quite got 
un the courage of saying the 
1896 
decision itself 
was 
un- 


constitutional. 


President Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower appointed Warren chief 
justice in 1953 and a few months 
later, on May 17. 1954, the nine 
justices 
unanimously knocked 


out segregation and 
the 
I!i96 


ruling by outlawing segregation 
in public schools. 


Just getting unanimity among 


the other eight justices on this 
was a great achievement for 
Warren. 


Congress had dillied and dal- 


lied with civil rights legislation 
more than a generation but nev- 
er fell strongly enough about it 
to pass a law giving Negroes the 
rights due them under the law 
since 1875. 


In 1954 Ihe court did what 


Congress had failed to face up 
to. It was denounced for this 
and later decisions. This didn't 
disturb Warren. Marshall and 
his court had to endure the 
same thing. 


But once the court had acted 


in 1954, Congress passed one 
civil rights act after another 
and the court upheld them. 


Again Congress sat idly by 


,while the rural populations of 
many states, outnumbered by 
the people in the cities, con- 
trolled 
state 
legislatures 


through 
devices 
worked 
out 


many decades ago. 


Tiie Warren court stepped in 


and forced a change, ruling that 
states must he redislricted for 
both houses of the legislature to 
assure all citi/ens equal repre- 
sentation. The court's rule was 
»ne man. one vote. 


The Warren court has en- 


forced Ihe separation of church 
and 
Mate, and 
extended the 


jiiiaivmice.s 
of 
freedom 
from

Meet Called to 
Discuss Crisis

dent Johnson meets with top 
State and Defense Department 
advisers tonight on the crisis in 
the Western Alliance over Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle's moves 
to pull France out of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization.

the second in two days. There

One official said that 
one reason for the meetings at 
this tune is that Johnson is get- 
ting a report from Bohlen on 
-French policy and attitudes. 
The envoy returned from Paris 
last weekend. 


Officials said the major lines 


of U.S. policy in the crisis are 
'clear: The United States is con- 
fident that NATO will remain as 
a 14-nation defense system un- 
der the Atlantic Alliance regard- 
less of De Gaulle's withdrawal. 


Johnson is represented as 


having made clear that while 
the U.S. position on NATO itself 
must be absolutely firm, he 
does n o t want any avoidable 
difficulties with De Gaulle.

Uncle Sam

WASHINGTON (AP) - If you 


owe Uncle Sam some money on 
last year's income tax, take 
heart. You've got some high' 
level company. 


Sheldon S. Cohen, who as 


commissioner of internal feve- 
nue is the federal government's 
top tax collector, disclosed to- 
day that he owes an additional 
$71.05 but plans to pay up this 
week. 


April 15 is the deadline for 


filing income tax returns for 
1965. If you owe money, it must 
he paid by that lime. For Co- 
hen, the $71.05 is the amount 
that his withholding fell short 
his tax for the year. 


Cohen said in an interview 


that he prepared his own tax 
return — "I do my own, I al- 
ways have" — claimed six ex- 
emptions — h e and his wife 
have four children- — and listed 
his occupation as government 
employe. 


That, he said, is so one of his 


employes in the Internal Reve- 
nue Service can't tell at a 
glance that it's the commission- 
er's return and won't shy away 
from withdrawing it for a possi- 
ble audit if one appears neces- 
sary. 


Cohen's return has been au- 


dited the last two years and 
found in good order, he said. 


While many Americans find 


income tax time a yearly strug- 


, Cohen said it need not be. 
. e greatest problem, IIP noted, 
is in accumulating the needed 
information. 


"Most people are disorgan- 


ized." he said. "They don't 
think of (he Information they'll 
need until they're ready to fill 
out the tax form. But once the 
information is available the rest 
is 
routine." 


What does Cohen do? 
He said, for example, that he 


keeps a cigar b o x in the cup- 
hoard into which he andhis wife 
drop drug store and similaf re- 
ceipts, He also pays all doctdf 
bills by check and consequently 
lias a handy record in canceleci 
checks. 


Another handy device, Cohen 


added, is lo keep a record of 
any dividend and interest in- 
come throughout (he year. 


When income tax time rolled 


around, the commissioner said,

Please «hc me some practical advice 
about what I should feed him. 


A— If a man's physician t h i n k s his level of cholesterol is 


tod high and wants' him to attempt to lower it. these four 
changes in his diet are recommended: ' l i Fewer calories if 
he. is above desirable weight: < 2 i Less cholesterol in the 
diet which, for all practical purposes, means less egg yolks: 
(3) Less saturated fat, particularly less butter and coconut 
oil; (4) More polyunsaturated fatty acids. That is the advice of 
Frederick .1. Stare. M.D.. chairman of the department of 
nutrition. Harvard School of Public Health. 


Dr. Stare comments. "These recommendations are not dras- 


tic. Eating less docs not mean starvation— just eating less. 
perhaps 300 to 400 calories a day less than usual," 


He adds, "Less egg yolk does not mean no egg yolk. It 


means two or three egg 'yolks a week rather than the custom- 
ary seven to ten. It does not restrict egg whites, an excellent 
source of high-quality protein. Make an angel cake for him 
no\v and then. 


"Also, less saturated fat does not mean no saturated fat, 


such as butter. It means a more generous use of polyunsatu- 
rated fats in margarines, shortenings, cooking and salad oils." 


Dr. Stare, internationally honored for nutrition research, 


believes these dietary suggestions can easily be incorporated 
into normal family menus, using regular supermarket foods.

Trim ham, then place, fat side up, on rack in roasting pan. 


Heat in 325-degree (slowi oven about 1 hour and 15 minutes. 
Meanwhile, combine pineapple, corn syrup, orange rind and 
dry mustard. Remove ham from oven; score diagonally, mak- 
ing cuts about V's-inch deep, about 3'4-inch apart, across fat 
surface of ham. Brush ham with some of the syrup mixture. 
Bake in oven, basting frequently, until ham is well-coated 
and heated thoroughly, about 45 minutes. Remove from oven; 
stud with whole cloves, placing one in center of each dia- 
mond. Baste once more and heat in oven 10 minutes.
